FAILS FOUL 
OFCRUNCH 


Financial climate forces developers to ditch plans

THE credit crunch has 
claimed its biggest victim in 
the district yet after the 
wheels came off the multi¬ 
million pound Wincheap 
regeneration scheme. 

But despite the major setback, 
council leaders have vowed not to 
give up on the long-term goal of 
transforming the area. 


The council’s corporate partners, 
Capital & Counties, pulled out of the 
project stating that due to the cur¬ 
rent economic climate, the type of 
mixed-use development the council 
wants cannot be delivered. 

Council leader John Gilbey said: “It 
is disappointing to be parting compa¬ 
ny with a company of Capital & 
Counties’ standing after such a pro¬ 
ductive and positive relationship, but 
I remain confident that new opportu¬ 
nities will arise and that proposals to 
improve Wincheap will be imple¬ 
mented in due course.” 


The council is now reviewing its 
options, which may include less 
ambitious developments at the large 
city centre site, which was to include 
hundreds of homes as well as shops 
and leisure facilities. 

Council advisors say prospects for 
success will improve as the economy 
recovers. 

Capital & Counties still owns 
much of the Wincheap estate, and 
bosses say the company remains 
committed to working with the 
council and any new development

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City vows not to 
turn its back on 
Wincheap plans

COUNCIL bosses have 
said limited development 
could go ahead at 
Wincheap in a piecemeal 
fashion, as money to pay for 
it becomes available. 

Council leader John Gilbey says 
the park and ride and slip roads 
will be built, with a report into the 
park and ride expected before the 
end of the year. 

Yet Cllr Gilbey said the project 
would be put on hold for at least six 
months, so the council can sit back 
and take stock of the global finan¬ 
cial crisis. 

He said: “I don’t think anyone 
really predicted what has hap¬ 
pened over the last month. In six 
months time we will be better 
placed to see what the impact has 
been. 

“The only silver lining to this is 
that there may be firms out there 
hungry enough to do it, and this is 
something we will be looking into. 
We will be testing the market peri¬ 
odically to see what we might be 
able to carry out.” 

The development has had a diffi¬ 
cult history. 

A decision was meant to be made 
in April, but opposition to suggest¬ 
ed park and ride sites in 
Thanington and Harbledown 
meant it was put on hold. 

Liberal Democrat leader Alex

Perkins said many people wanted 
the fourth park and ride built into 
the Wincheap development itself, 
instead of getting pushed out to 
greenfield sites in favour of more 
housing. 

He said: “This is fantastic news 
for Wincheap residents. The crazy 
plan to cram 1,300 homes into the 
estate was total folly and has now 
been shown to be just that. 

“Hopefully now that the link 
between the city council and Capital 
& Counties has been broken some 
common sense can prevail. 

‘We need to concentrate on what 
is best for Wincheap, not what is 
best for achieving the council’s 
housing targets. 

“Hopefully now the council will 
work with local traders on a sim¬ 
pler scheme to redirect the A28 
away from Wincheap and through 
the trading estate. That would 
benefit local residents and existing 
businesses alike.” 


Are these projects safe? 


BEANEY Institute, Canterbury: 

The scheme is already far advanced 
and the money to pay for it is 
already in the budget. A significant 
proportion will be paid for by Kent 
County Council, which also recently 
guaranteed the funds. 

• New Marlowe Theatre, 
Canterbury: Also already budget¬ 
ed for, and money will be sought 
from other sources, including vari¬ 
ous grants, and a forthcoming cam¬ 
paign to raise private donations. 

• Memorial Park, Herne Bay: 
A much smaller scale project, and 


£500,000 has already been budget¬ 
ed for. (See page 5 for more). 

• Herne Bay Regeneration: 
Possible question mark. Despite 
being on a smaller scale, it will rely 
on money from developers. The 
council are currently looking for 
partners. 

• New public sports centre at 
Community College Whitstable, 
and new public Pavilion Sports 
Centre at Heme Bay High: Both 
these projects will be funded 
through the government’s Building 
Schools for the Future fund.

partner who is appointed. 

Cllr Gilbey said: “Capital & 
Counties has recently been bought 
by Liberty and has changed the focus 
of its business. So this move was 
really the best for us and the best for 
them. We parted in the best possible 
terms.” 

The council leader said the devel¬ 
opment and consultation work 
already carried out would stand the 
city in good stead for future develop¬ 
ments. 

He said: “From this we already 
have between £200,000 and 
£250,000 worth of development and 
consultation work, which will be very 
useful if we decide to go ahead with 
schemes on a piecemeal basis.” 

In the meantime, the council will 
be working with police, Kent County 
Council and businesses to try to 
make sure the area does not deterio¬ 
rate further. 

Cllr Gilbey said: “We will prevent 
squatting in the area [many of the 
buildings at the site are now empty] 
and we’ll talk to Kent County 
Council about tidying up the roads in 
the area. 

“We have not given up on 
Wincheap.” 


Why Wincheap? 
Are other large 
projects safe? 

COUNCIL leaders have said other 
large scale capital projects in the dis¬ 
trict are safe, despite the collapse of 
the Wincheap scheme. 

Council leader John Gilbey claims 
the project was unique in the vast 
amount of infrastructure needed to 
make the other elements of the 
scheme viable - such as housing, 
office space and leisure facilities - 
which meant Wincheap was “always 
vulnerable”. 

The scale of the project - £450 mil¬ 
lion in total - was another factor 
which caused its demise. 

Due to the falling property prices, it 
was harder for the council to rely on 
asset sales to cover costs. 

Cllr Gilbey said: ‘With asset sales, 
we have always said we would sell 
when the market was right. If we are 
not going to get value for money, we 
will not sell. 

“There is no way we’re going to be 
selling off the family silver. 

“There is nothing else on the scale 
of Wincheap, and the fact that it 
needs so much infrastructure work, 
in hind sight, meant it was always 
vulnerable to this kind of problem.” 
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Taking the plunge 
for free swimming

DESPITE allegations from other 
authorities over underfunding, 
including neighbouring Ashford 
council, Canterbury will go ahead 
with the Government’s controver¬ 
sial free swimming scheme. 

Ashford council claimed it would be “negli¬ 
gent in its responsibilities” to approve the pro¬ 
gramme intended to provide free swimming 
for over 60s and under 16s, yet Canterbury 
has embraced the project. 

Over two years, each council covered by the 
Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust will be entitled to £80,000 from the PCT 
to subsidise free swimming. 

A spokesman for Canterbury council said: 
“Canterbury has signed up to free swim¬ 
ming for the over 60s for the next two years. 
The council is currently in talks with the 
PCT about funding free swimming for other 
age groups.” 

The council has also assured people the free 
swimming times will not be restricted to 
unusual hours or specific pools, although 
details have yet to be worked out with Active 
Life, the company responsible for running the 
district’s leisure centres. 

It will be rolled out across Canterbury, 
Whitstable and Herne Bay pools. 

A spokesman said: “It will be in the spirit of 
the idea that people enjoy free swimming, but 
there are going to be times when pools are 
booked for other activities for example.” 

The scheme is expected to start in April next 
year. 

A spokesman for the east Kent PCT said: “It 
is about improving people’s health, and tack¬ 


ling obesity, but it’s also about quality of life - 
making people happier and able to enjoy 
themselves. 

“It’s part of a whole lot of preventative, 
health improving measures taken by the PCT 
such as GPs referring people to local gyms for 
an exercise programme.” 

Ashford and Tonbridge and Mailing councils 
rejected the scheme claiming the govern¬ 
ment’s figures did not add up, and would leave 
them with a serious budget deficit. 


Other councils nationwide criticised the 
plans, alleging the £300 million set aside by 
the government represented a shortfall of 
about £9 million. 

A spokesman for the east Kent PCT said: 
“Some councils already have swimming plans 
in place, and others are using the money to 
fund part of the scheme. 

“We are not being strict with how the money 
must be used as long as it is used to promote 
swimming in some way.”

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Argylls make 
emotional 
return home 

SOLDIERS were reunited with 
their loved ones yesterday as troops 
flew back in after a six-month stint 
in Afghanistan. 

The Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders, also known as 5 Scots, 
were due to jet back in on Tuesday 
afternoon, as Yourcanterbuiy went 
to press. 

They were then due to return to 
Howe Barracks. 

Members of the 3rd Battalion the 
Princess of Wales’ Royal Regiment 
have been with the Scots on their 
tour of duty and returned with them. 

However, the return will bring sad 
memories for the family of one solider 
not making the emotional trip back. 

Lance Corporal James Johnson of 5 
Scots was killed by an old Soviet anti¬ 
personnel mine while part of a vehicle 
checkpoint patrol operating in the 
Lashkar Gar area of Afghanistan. 

The Argylls’ commanding officer, 
Lieutenant Colonel David Richmond, 
who had to be flown back from 
Afghanistan after being shot in the 
leg in June, was expected to welcome 
the soldiers back alongside friends 
and family. 

A company of 5 Scots held a cere¬ 
mony to hand over responsibility for 
the Afghan town of Musa Qala to 
Folkestone’s 2nd Battalion the Royal 
Gurkha Rifles last week. 


Homeless charity 
boosted by funds 
from NHS trust 


THE beleaguered Serine Foundation 
has received further help with an 
£87,000 pledge from the NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent Trust. 

It comes as the latest major boost 
to the homeless charity which was 
recently saved from closure through 
funding from Canterbury council. 

Now the NHS has stepped in to 
help support the charity’s health 
related services such as its drug 
and alcohol misuse programmes. 

The Primary Care Trust has pro¬ 
vided regular healthcare sessions 
for the clients of the Foundation for 
a number of years. The NHS pack¬ 
age will also meet much of the char¬ 
ity’s food bill in the short term. 

Dr Jonathan Sexton, public health 
consultant for Canterbury, said: 
“Supporting these services will ensure 
the Foundation’s clients continue to 
have access to vital healthcare. 

“At the same time it gives the chari¬ 
ty some headroom while it manages 
its reorganisation. We intend to contin¬ 
ue supporting the Serine Foundation 
with its work in the future.” 


Lloyd Hobbard Mitchell, chief 
executive of The Serine Foundation, 
said: “Access to adequate frontline 
primary health care services has 
always been a priority of the chari¬ 
ty which has historically worked 
hard to provide a doctor at the cen¬ 
tre together with addiction services 
to meet our client’s complex needs. 

“Having these as well as basic 
nutrition funded by the PCT is 
great news for our service users 
and ultimately will save lives. The 
charity is very grateful to all those 
who were involved in making this 
happen.” 

The Serine Foundation aims to 
improve the lives of vulnerable and 
marginalised people. 

This includes people who lack 
basic skills, are unemployed or 
homeless, have alcohol or drug 
problems, mental health problems, 
or are vulnerable and at risk. 

It provides housing, training, 
employment, advice, needs assess¬ 
ments and health care to people in 
need.

Squaddies guilty of 
explosives smuggling 
slammed by judge

TWO disgraced Scots soldiers from 
Canterbury’s Howe Barracks are 
this week starting a 12-year jail 
sentence after they found guilty of 
smuggling explosives. 

Colour Sergeant Garry Graham, 37, from 
Kilmarnock and Lance Corporal Martyn 
Fitzsimmons, of Castlemilk, Glasgow, were 
part of a gang who stole plastic explosives and 
ammunition to sell to gangsters. 

Sergeant Kieran Campbell, 27, another Iraq 
veteran, was given a four year sentence after 
he turned Queen’s Evidence and helped 
detectives. 

The three men were sentenced at the end of 
a three-and-a-half week trial at Maidstone 
Crown Court. All were involved in transport¬ 
ing caches of plastic explosives stolen from 
barracks around the country. 

The scam was discovered when Strathclyde 
Police raided the Glasgow home of former sol¬ 
dier and petty criminal Andrew Quinn on New 
Year’s Eve. 

They found 1,500 rounds of rifle, machine 
gun and pistol ammunition together with 



flares and smoke grenades hidden in a suit¬ 
case. 

A follow up raid on CSgt Graham’s locker at 
Howe Barracks, revealed seven sticks of plas¬ 
tic explosive and associated detonators. 

All three Iraq veterans were members of 5 
Scots or the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders. 

Sentencing the men Mr Justice Aikenhead 
described them as traitors. 

He said: ‘You have dishonoured your battal¬ 
ion, your regiment, the army and your country. 
If the explosives are used by those who wish to 
harm the people of this country you will have 
betrayed them as well.” 

The judge said he believed the men were 
part of a wider undetected conspiracy. 

He called for an urgent army inquiry into 
the theft of arms and ammunition. 


When officers audited the armoury at Howe 
Barracks after the arrests they found 909 
rounds of live ammunition missing plus 1,500 
rounds of blank ammunition. 

The plastic explosive came from other bases 
around the country as Canterbury doesn’t 
hold an explosives licence. 

The judge said all three men cynically sold 
explosives for gain. 

Speaking to Graham he said: “I do not belit¬ 
tle your service to this country 

“You have put your life on the line but you 
have betrayed the army and you have 
betrayed your country.” 

Campbell, who pleaded guilty to transport¬ 
ing explosives and conspiring to steal them, 
was given a lesser sentence in the light of his 
willingness to testify. 

Quinn is due to be sentenced on Thursday.

Park plans to 
be pruned as 
£L5m refused 


PLANS to improve the Memorial 
Park in Heme Bay will go ahead 
on a reduced scale despite the 
plan failing to secure a £1.5 mil¬ 
lion lottery grant. 

The money will now come solely from 
Canterbury council, which had already 
pledged £500,000 to the project. 

Executive member for the environment, 
Cllr Jenny Samper, said: “It’s disappointing 
of course when you don’t get something you 
expect. I thought we put together a lovely 
plan. 

“We spent a lot of time talking to the 
friends of the park and I think the public con¬ 
sidered it to be an excellent bid. 

“But it’s not a wasted exercise. It’s given us 
aspirations, and now we can talk to people 
again and with a good friends group we can 
draw up some new plans to improve the park 
with the money we do have.” 

The priorities for improving the park will 
now be re-drawn and further consultation 
will take place to find what improvements 
townspeople want within the new budgetary 
constraints. 

Cllr Samper said: “Personally, my priorities 
now would be refurbished lavatories, realign-

ment of the play areas, and the general 
smartening up of other areas of the park, but 
it will now go out to consultation and people 
can let us know how they would like to see 
the money spent.” 

To fund the original plans, which were dis¬ 
cussed with people earlier this year, 
Canterbury council applied for £1.5 million 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund, to which 
they would add a £500,000 contribution. 

But in a letter last week, the lottery said 
this round of the Parks for People pro¬ 
gramme was “heavily oversubscribed” and 
that Heme Bay had been unsuccessful. 

Cllr Samper, who as part of her environ¬ 
ment portfolio is responsible for the park, 
says she is not daunted by the set back and 
feels the park still plays an important role in 
the town. 

She said: “I have many memories of the 
Memorial Park, from when I used to play 
hockey for Heme Bay years ago to the mil¬ 
lennium celebrations when I was Lord 
Mayor. It’s a vital part of Heme Bay, and I’m 
sure people will help us get the best from it.” 

The new consultation will be carried out 
early next year.

Take a big leap to raise 
funds for animal parks 

FANCY going sky high to help raise money for 
rare and endangered species? Then a sponsored 
parachute jump could be for you. 

Hundreds of adventurous volunteers are 
being sought by The Aspinall Foundation to 
take a leap of faith - out of a plane. 

The foundation is the charity behind both the 
wild a nim al parks at Howletts in Bekesboume, 
near Canterbury and Port Lympne, near Ashford. 

Anyone raising more than £360, depending on 
the type of jump made, can experience it for fine. 

The “accelerated freefall” involves the thrill of 
skydiving solo from up to 12,000 feet. 

A full day’s ground training includes practical 
and classroom sessions with the jump taking 
place the following day. 

Whilst diving solo, two qualified instructors 
jump alongside until approximately 5,000 feet 
when the parachute canopy is pulled. 

A tandem skydive from 10,000 feet attached 
to a professional instructor involves freefalling 
for several thousand feet. 

A third option is a static line jump from up to 
3,000 feet which requires a full day’s training 
before the jump is performed the following day. 

No experience is necessary as full instruction 
and training is given. Anyone interested must 
be aged 16 and over and under 15 stone.

Go-ahead for £ 600 m plan 
to improve county schools

A £600 MILLION project to improve 
education across the county has 
received the green light. 

The Building Schools for the Future pro¬ 
gramme will now get under way with four 
schools in Thanet, one in Heme Bay and one 
in Whitstable among the first to benefit. 

Kent County Council has signed a contract 
for the project with three development part¬ 
ners, using money from central government. 

A further 25 schools across Thanet, Swale 
and north Kent are among the next to be 
considered. 

The plan is also set to benefit the construc¬ 
tion industry and as part of the deal with the 
Land Securities Trillium, BSF Investments 
and Northgate Education a total of 400 
apprenticeships will be offered. 

Among the first schools to be transformed 
are Charles Dickens, Dane Court and 
St George’s CE in Broadstairs, King Ethelbert 
in Birchington, the Community College 
Whitstable and Heme Bay High School. 

The project is part of a countywide initiative 
on education worth £1.8 billion - the largest 
school-building project in Europe. 

KCC’s cabinet member for education opera¬ 
tions, resources and skills, Mark Dance said: 
“The signing of this contract marks a historic

day for education in Kent. The Building 
Schools for the Future programme will see 
radical transformation of school buildings in 
the county. 

“State-of-the-art technology, fantastic learn¬ 
ing and teaching environments and unrivalled 
community facilities will have a huge impact 
on generations to come. This an enormously 
exciting time.” 

And the county council’s managing director 
for children, families and education, Graham 


Badman, said: “The timing of this contract 
marks the start, not the end of the process. 

“This process will give Kent and other 
authorities a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity 
not just to transform the schools through 
rebuilding but to create the circumstances 
that will determine a 21st-century curriculum 
where the needs and ability of the learner are 
central to the school curriculum.” 

But a row over who should get the praise for 
the project has broken out. 

Thanet South MP Stephen Ladyman has 
attacked KCC as “pathetic” for issuing a state¬ 
ment which he says claims sole credit for a 
project which is actually a Government- 
funded initiative. 

Dr Ladyman said: “Building Schools for the 
Future is indeed a magnificent project and as 
KCC acknowledges it is an ambitious plan 
that will eventually see every secondary 
school rebuilt or refurbished - but it is not a 
county initiative. 

“Building Schools for the Future is a 
Government programme, a Government ini¬ 
tiative and it relies on Government funding. 
Certainly local programmes are planned and 
implemented locally, but in a partnership one 
partner should not try to deny the involve¬ 
ment of the partner that makes it all possible. 

“For KCC to try to take the credit for this 
scheme and not acknowledge the role of 
Government in making it possible is pathetic. 
They should apologise at once.” 


Train your dog to get through fireworks night 


THE RSPCA has teamed up with the Co-op 
supermarket chain to help raise awareness of 
how to ease the misery suffered by the coun¬ 
ty’s pets left terrified by fireworks. 

The story will help distribute a new leaflet 
produced by the RSPCA which gives practical 
advice on how owners can use sound therapy 
to overcome their dogs’ long-term fear of loud 
noises that have traditionally caused so much 
distress to animals during the Guy Fawkes 
celebrations. 


Mark Evans, the RSPCA’s chief vet, said: 
“Every year, fireworks and other loud noises 
are a source of great anxiety for many dogs. 
But what most owners don’t realise is that this 
is a treatable problem. Scientifically proven 
therapy tools such as the Sounds Scary! CD, 
can help to teach dogs to be less afraid of fire¬ 
works, so the next fireworks season will be less 
stressful for both the owner and their dog.” 

An estimated 45 per cent of dogs in the UK 
show signs of fear when they hear fireworks 1 


- meaning up to three million dogs could be 
affected this Bonfire Night. 

The RSPCA wants to spread the message 
that pet owners do not have to watch their 
canine companions suffer every year. 

The Co-op will give the charity’s new 
firework leaflet to anyone who buys fire¬ 
works from any of its stores. It contains tips 
on how to help dogs leading up to and on the 
nights fireworks are set off, and is available at 
www.rspca.org.uk/fireworks.

Don't take trick 
or treat too far 

TRICK and treaters are once again being 
urged to respect people and property ahead 
of this week’s Halloween celebrations. 

Friday is Halloween and the tradition of 
youngsters going door-to-door looking for 
treats sees thousands take to the streets. 

But county Neighbourhood Watch co-ordi- 
nator, Terry McCormick, is reminding 
everyone who takes part in trick and treat¬ 
ing to remember not to over step the mark. 

He said far from it being fun, older people 
can find the experience frightening and 
urged revellers to respect the Kent Police 
signs in windows which state homeowners 
will not open the door to trick or treaters. 

He added if they do not get a reply, they 
should not persist as it may be the person 
inside is scared. 

The advice is part of Kent Police’s Safer 
Autumn Campaign - an initiative offering 
residents, businesses and young people advice 
to help them stay safe at this time of year. 

Mr McCormick said: “Unexpected callers 
at the door can cause some anxiety for older 
people, particularly for those who live alone. 

“When those callers present themselves 
in the dark, often wearing scary face masks, 
it can be a traumatic experience, and it is 
clearly unacceptable to inflict such distress 
on older people. 

‘Without wishing to impinge on the tradi¬ 
tions of Halloween, we would ask trick or 
treaters not to call on older people and to 
please keep their activities lawful. 

“The recent creation of our Senior Watch 
scheme has allowed us to contact many 
hundreds of pensioners with information 
and police will be taking action if Halloween 
activities result in criminal offences.”

Air ambulance chief's bid to win fuel cash back for charity 


THE chief executive of Kent Air 
Ambulance Trust has launched an 
appeal to claim back Briton’s money 
after airline price fix. 

On September 26, the Northern 
District Court, in San Francisco, 
ruled British Airways and Virgin 
Atlantic airlines repay over £73 mil¬ 
lion to British victims, for their part 
an alleged unlawful fuel surcharge 
price fixing arrangement. 

Anybody who flew long-haul with 
either airline between August 11, 
2004 and March 23, 2006 are enti¬ 


tled to claim up to £20. In America, 
if affected passengers do not claim 
their refund by 2012 the unclaimed 
money will be donated to a specific 
charity to avoid the airlines profit¬ 
ing from the scheme. 

This is not the case in England. 

Chief executive Mr Philpott, 
travelled to San Francisco in April 
this year, to persuade the court to 
allow the UK to have the same 
rights, and allow English charities 
to benefit from the payout. 

But the airlines refused to budge. 


Determined Mr Philpott, proposed a 
motion to allow passengers to tick a 
box on a claim form or online, and 
donate their refunds to charity. 

But British Airways refused, say¬ 
ing: “Thus, Settlement Class 
Members who submit valid claims 
and receive refund payments can 
easily give that money to the chari¬ 
ty of their choice if they so desire.” 

Mr Philpott said: “There is 
£73million up for grabs, which if gift 
aided to charity would amount to 
almost £100million. 


“As the credit crunch bites, chari¬ 
ties will need to be ever more 
resourceful in their fund-raising 
and this is a pain-free way to ask 
supporters to help. 

“By registering a claim and then 
passing that money onto the charity 
of their choice, thousands of good 
causes can benefit.”

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Wash your hands 
to help save lives

THE head of nursing in west Kent has 
highlighted the message that simply 
washing your hands can save fives. 

Barrie Collins, director of nursing and 
infection control and prevention at NHS 
West Kent, said the primary care trust 
was launching a national initiative 
across its six community hospitals called 
Clean Your Hands, on Monday. 

District nurses, health visitors and 
other healthcare professionals in the 
community will also be talking to 
patients about the need for basic hand 
hygiene, he said. 

The launch comes after Infection 
Control Week, which ran from Monday 
to Friday, to raise awareness about the 
work being done to protect patients from 
superbugs and other infectious diseases. 

Mr Collins said: ‘We have trained staff 
and put up notices about the campaign 
and we’ve already got hand-gel containers. 

“It is basically reminding people of the 
importance of washing your hands and 
that it is everyone’s business - it is the 
single most important thing we can all 
do to stop the spread of infection.” 

The initiative from the National 
Patient Safety Agency has been running 
in acute hospitals across the country and 
the PCT is among the first to introduce 
it in community services facilities. 

KOS Media has been running a cam¬ 
paign across Kent since February to 
highlight the importance of hand-wash¬ 
ing and basic hygiene in the battle 
against killer bugs such as MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile. 

Infection rates are down but Mr 
Collins explained how with infections 
like Norovirus, or winter vomiting dis¬ 
ease, now is an important time to take 
precautions. 

He said: “It’s important not to visit 
hospitals if you have been sick or had 
diarrhoea because it can spread easily. 

“Also, we heat our houses in the winter 
which creates warm environments where 
bugs can grow, so we have to be vigilant.”

BOUGHTON-under-Blean and 
Dunkirk Primary pupils are 
enjoying new classrooms after 
the official opening of their 
revamped school. 

The school only came into being in April 
2008 when Boughton-under-Blean 
Methodist Primary School and Dunkirk 
Village Primary School amalgamated to 
become one of the first primary federations 
in Kent. 

The new school building will provide pupils 
with more space, with seven new classrooms, 
a large central area, modem toilets, a care 
suite, new school office and improved play¬ 
ground. 

The building was opened by 
chair of governors Annette Gamer 
and attended by a range of com¬ 
munity figures including Kent 
County Council cabinet member 
Cllr Mark Dance. 

Pupils will now be able to move 
out of the temporary mobile class¬ 
rooms that were being used while 
work was carried out. 

The old Edwardian building 
which used to house Boughton’s 
classrooms will now be used as a 
reception area, headteacher’s 
office, group meeting area, staff 
and disabled washrooms, and stor¬ 
age. 

This is the final stage of a plan 
first drawn up in May 2007 to 
amalgamate the two schools. 

They were first brought together 
under a federation in 2006, with a 
single headmaster and one gov¬ 


erning body. The new development will pro¬ 
vide a single-use site for both sets of pupils, 
after the initial tie-up was unable to boost 
pupil numbers at Dunkirk, despite bringing 
about improvements. 

Dunkirk school has now closed, after pupils 
transferred gradually to the new site, where 
they were taught in temporary accommoda¬ 
tion alongside Boughton youngsters. 

The school had been a feature of Dunkirk 
village for many years, but there are no 
longer enough local children to sustain it, 
with only two classes taking place since 
September, last year. 

It is intended that those who are entering 
Key Stage 1 will be taught in a class size of 
no more than 30, or smaller if possible. Those 
in large class sizes in other year groups will 
continue to use additional temporary class¬ 
rooms.

More than 700 teachers and support 
staff worked on implementing the 


Government’s reforms to 14 to 19 years 
education in an event organised by the 
schools involved. 

Philip Wicker, chairman and coordina¬ 
tor of the Canterbury 14 to 19 partnership 
of schools and colleges, said: “This is the 
most ambitious joint training event we 
have ever organised in the area.

PROPERTY NEWS 

Keeping people in 
their own homes 

FOLLOWING predictions that many 
homeowners could fall into negative 
equity Yvette Cooper, the Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury, has pledged 
that the Government would act to pre¬ 
vent people from losing their homes. 

The Government has injected billions 
into the banks as a result of the financial 
crisis, prompting some analysts to sug¬ 
gest that repossessions should be sus¬ 
pended entirely. 

But Ms Cooper feels a balanced 
approach is necessary. ‘We need a more 
responsible approach to repossessions,” 
she said. 

“I think repossession needs to be lot 
rarer. We need to do everything we can to 
keep people in their own homes.” 

Safety first when 
looking for digs 

PARENTS are being urged to check the 
safety of digs when their sons and 
daughters choose to live off campus 
when they attend university. 

Just 11 per cent of students and par¬ 
ents think that checking with landlords 
for a gas safety record is a priority - 
whereas it is actually a legal require¬ 
ment. 

Only 15 per cent take the trouble to 
verify that boilers are sound, according 
to a safety survey by property analysts. 

Fewer than one in ten think the pres¬ 
ence of carbon monoxide alarms in their 
digs is important when they’re choosing 
a property, despite the very real threat 
posed by this ‘silent killer’. 

The Health and Safety Executive is 
now warning landlords to ensure gas 
appliances are safe for tenants after two 
people were poisoned by carbon monox¬ 
ide from a boiler in their flat that had 
not been properly maintained. 



YOUNG FUN: Living away from home and off cam¬ 
pus is exciting - but there are hidden dangers 


THERE was good news at this 
year’s Kent Property Market 
Report - unveiled at Brands Hatch 
MotorSport Vision Centre - which 
revealed that despite the economic 
downturn the county’s property 
market showed a steady perform¬ 
ance in 2007/08. 

Experts say this will leave the local economy 
in a good state when the market stabilises. 

The average office rental value grew by two 
per cent, industrial rental value rose by 1.7 per 
cent, with retail rents increasing by 2.5 per 
cent. 

The report cautioned that Kent will not be 
immune from the downturn. However, the con¬ 
tinued investment in infrastructure and 
regeneration projects will see it in a healthy 
position when the markets rebound. 

The report was written by Kent County 
Council and property experts Cluttons.

“Amid the gloom of an unstable national econ¬ 
omy, I believe we have a lot to look forward to 
and be positive about in Kent. 

“Significant projects are really moving for¬ 
ward, including our transformational Building 
Schools for the Future programme, the inno¬ 
vative Turner Contemporary building in 
Thanet and the exciting academy roll-out. 

‘With the 2012 Olympic Games, the develop¬ 
ment of Thames Gateway and the introduc¬ 
tion of the high-speed rail link to London com¬ 
ing on-line, Kent offers enormous opportuni¬ 
ties to residents, businesses and visitors.” 

Locate in Kent had a successful year, with 
demand for office space in June 2008 up by 
more than a third compared with June 2007. 

The Channel Corridor and Thames Gateway 
remain particularly popular locations for occu¬ 
piers. David Elliott, partner at Cluttons, said: 


“The lettings market is offering real value at 
the moment, as property is widely available, 
with residential and commercial occupiers in a 
position to maintain current rental rates. 

We expect this trend to continue in the fore¬ 
seeable fixture, especially for commercial occu¬ 
piers, as Kent offers a very attractive rate com¬ 
pared with the UK average.” 

Kent’s regeneration projects progressed well 
during the year, particularly in the growth 
areas of the Thames Gateway and Ashford. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “Between April 2007 and March 
2008, Locate in Kent recorded 235 new proj¬ 
ects. 

“This included more interest from interna¬ 
tional companies looking to set up a base in 
the UK 

“In these difficult economic times, we expect 
businesses will look to relocate to more cost- 
competitive and high-quality property options, 
and Kent and Medway are ready to service 
this demand.”

Our test car had the top spec trim and 
107bhp 1.6-litre diesel engine pairing - the 
Outdoor HDi 110 (£15,305). 

It just purred and economy was exceptional 
- the onboard computer rarefy showed less 
than 40mpg and averaged around 50mpg. 

We had just one gripe; the rear seats don’t 
rake to allow those in the back to sleep easier 
on long runs, but the Tepee does so much else: 
it is a brilliant picnic wagon inside or out 
with sliding rear doors, versatile seating, all 
that storage and a huge and sheltering lift-up 
tailgate clearing the heads of people well over 
six foot. 

I particularly liked the ‘letterbox’ shelving 
above the front seats - great for all the travel 
documents and so on for a journey like ours. 

The test car also had the £550 Zenith roof 
with extra vents, roof lockers and more glazing 
to make the cabin even airier. 

For budget practicality, the Tepee is hard to 
beat.

Banking on a return 

to sensible lending

FINALLY there is some good news on the hori¬ 
zon for small businesses across the county. 

Banks have been told by the Government to roll back the 
clocks and start lending to smaller firms at the sort of levels 
seen in 2007. 

Up until now, the main reason for the reluctance has been banks 
have been frightened to lend to each other, but over the last days 
positive signs indicate cash might start flowing again with a lower 
lending rate between them - the so-called Libor (London Inter- 
Bank Offered Rate) - hopefully fuelling the revival. 

In fact, although Kent firms have not found it a bed of roses 
with banks recently, banks are still very much in business and 
firms with good track records are still getting help. 

Barclays Commercial Bank said figures gleaned nationally 
have been mirrored in the county - and if they are to be 
believed they show the commercial landscape is not all doom 
and gloom. 

Research on loans levels by UK small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs) with £1 million-plus turnovers shows that 
since the beginning of 2008, 16 per cent of companies have 
taken out loans of £500,000 or more, an increase of three per 
cent on the same period of 2007. 

Roger Cowap, Barclays area corporate director for Kent, said: 
“National figures are reflected locally where we have already 
funded significant deals this year. 

“There is a perception that we are declining most loan appli¬ 
cations, but as long as a business has a strong management 
team and a good proposition then we want to help and in this 
section of the market over nine out of ten loan applications are 
successful. We are very much open for business.” 

Dr Richard Roberts, SME market analysis director, said: 
“Overall, we have seen a slight increase in loan applications in 
recent months, in contrast to the trend in 2006/07, while appli¬ 
cation success rates for established SME customers remain at 
over 90 per cent. 

“The findings of the study indicate that established SMEs 
are borrowing to capitalise on business growth opportunities 
and are receiving the support from lenders to do so. 

“These figures go against any suggestions that UK SMEs are 
experiencing limited growth potential and indicates confidence 
despite current market conditions. 

“Many UK enterprises are in a relatively strong position to 
borrow and this should help these firms to benefit from the 
upside of the business cycle over the next few years” 

The research also comes as the Bank of England continues 
to maintain its stance on curbing further inflationary pressure 
by not dropping interest rates.

Eight potential first team play¬ 
ers were missing but we battled through. 
APM thought they should have won and 
you have to give them credit for playing 
some very good football.” 

APM were promoted into the County 
League Division One East alongside City 
last season and are again among their chief 
rivals for the title. 

The visitors took the lead on 24 minutes 
with a swift counter-attack which was cool¬ 
ly finished by Mark Roberts. 

In reply, City created plenty of chances 
but APM’s goalkeeper Alex Pilbeam was in 
great form. He pushed a Calum McGeehan 
free-kick on to the post and denied Harry 
Gower with his feet, while Royston Gough 
headed just wide. 

Stand-in captain Dave Read marshalled 
the defence well and was instrumental in 
the equaliser 15 minutes from time. He saw 
his shot blocked but Bonneywell converted 
the rebound from close range. 

The draw saw City’s lead cut to six points. 
Their nearest challengers, University of 
Kent, are the opponents this Saturday. 

City’s 3-2 win against Betteshanger 
Welfare on the opening day of the season 
has been chalked off after their opponents 
withdrew from the league.
